Report Highlights: 
Post revised broiler production and trade in 2008 to reflect new estimates made by trade 
sources. Broiler production is likely to increase by 5 percent in 2008, reflecting firm domestic 
and export demand for broilers.  In 2007, broiler exports set an all time record both in 
volume and value.

Executive Summary 
 
Post revised broiler production and trade in 2008 to reflect new estimates made by trade 
sources. Broiler production is likely to increase by 5 percent in 2008, reflecting firm domestic 
and export demand for broilers.  Turkey production and exports are also expected to increase 
in 2008.  
 
The outlook for the Brazilian economy in 2008, despite the current world economic 
uncertainties, calls for an economic growth around 5 percent and continued rising in 
consumer’s real income. This favorable outlook supports a firm domestic demand for animal 
protein. However, poultry producers also remain concerned about the impact of biofuels and 
world demand on feed prices; even though Brazil’s 2007-08 corn and soybean crops are 
projected to break record levels. In addition, poultry producers expect more competition 
from beef in the domestic market in 2008 and continued appreciation of the Brazilian 
currency.  
 
Commodity Outlook, Broilers 
 
Production 
 
Post revised upwards broiler production in 2008 to 10.8 million metric tons, 5 percent higher 
than last year’s record production of 10.3 million metric tons. Basically, higher broiler 
production reflects record broiler exports combined with strong domestic demand. However, 
in 2008, broiler producers will likely have strong competition in the domestic market from 
beef producers as traders estimate more beef available at favorable prices for Brazilian 
consumers due to a reduction in beef exports. Still, broiler exports are estimated to grow by 
over 7 percent and break another record.  
 
Brazilian poultry producers are also concerned with the continued increase in the cost of 
feed. In 2007, the price of soybean meal averaged US$0.54 per kilogram, up 28 percent 
from the previous year, while the price of corn averaged US$ 0.20 per kilogram, up 54 
percent from 2006. In addition, the appreciation of the Brazilian currency in 2007 reached 17 
percent in 2007, although this factor seemed likely to not impact exports.  
 
Trade  
 
Post revised upwards broiler exports in 2008 to another record estimated at 3.1 million 
metric tons. This reflects new estimates made by trade sources since world demand remains 
strong for the Brazilian product, mostly in the Middle East, Asia and Europe.  
 
Post also revised export data for 2007 in view of the final numbers obtained from the trade. 
Brazilian broiler exports in 2007 set another record in both volume and value. Total volume 
exported increased by 21 percent from 2006 to nearly 3.3 million metric tons, including 
further processed and salted broilers.  The total export value increased by 55 percent from 
2006 to nearly US$ 5 billion, due to a 28 percent increase in the average export price. 
Although the European Union remained as the largest importer of Brazilian broilers, the 
major increase in exports in 2007 was to the United Arab Emirates, Venezuela and Hong 
Kong.
